CALIFORNIA RACING SEASON’S INAUGURAL FEATURE 






Under conditions thai augur well for tlie rehabilitation of tin* simrt iu that far-western state, the 
California racing season of 1910-11 will l»e :* uspicionsly inaugurated at Oakland track this afternoon. As 
has been the case since the opening of tin* track in 1N96. tlie Opening Handicap will lie the stellar feature 
of the inaugural card. On account of the peculiar conditions attending last season’s opening at Oakland, 
following the enactment of the Walker-Otis law by the California legislature the preceding winter, tlie 
Opeuiug Handicap of 1909 fell below the standard of previous years, both in value and finality of its con- 
testants. This year, however, with racing in California once more on the road to prosperity, the Opening 
Handicap assumes much of its old-time imjKirtancc. Its value, $1,000. will still Ik* far below the standard 
of the prosperous years of California racing preceding tlie enactment of restrictive legislation, but it will, 
in vertheless. compare favorably w itli the early periml of its history, when giaul horses ran for less money 
than in more recent years. It will Ik* the fifteenth running of tlie stake, the list of whose winners includes 
such notable names as Satsmna. Recreation, llagcrtlou. Corrigan. Eonie and San Nicholas. It is a mile 
dash and its fastest running came in 190X. when Eyebright equaled the track record of 1 :3S~ iu winning 
it.

Aviator Failed to Do His Part in Match with a

Norfolk. Va.. November 11. — Keen contests were 
provided at the Jamestown track this afternoon. 
An evenly balanced card was offered by the James- 
town Jockey Club and in a majority of the races 
close finisbc-s resulted. The public found tlie task 
of trying to pick the winners a difficult proposition, 
as fir only two instances did tlie favorite^ win.

Mars 
went up about 200 feet iu his aeroplane and suddenly 
descended. 

A go<Kl thing was brought off in tlie fourth race 
when Yon Liter, one of the outsiders, came from 
tK*bind in the stretch and beat the Keene castoff. 
Seneca, in easy fashion. Von Laer was ridden by 
M<*Cahey and was hacked from 13 to 1 to 8 to 1. 
lie was a distant trailer in the early stages, gradu- 
ally improved his position rounding the far turn 
and. closing with a great burst of speed in tin* home- 
stretch. got up in the closing stride to win going 
away. 

Arondack scored her third straight victory at the 
meeting when slu* won the third race, an all-aged 
handicap at a mile and a sixteenth. Her victory was 
an easy one and her connections profited handsomely 
by it. 

Jockey Goldstein carried off the riding honors. 
He had the mounts on Trustee* in tlie second race and 
on John A. Macro in the fifth, both of which woo. 
Goldstein drew tin* finish on Trustee fine, winning by 
only a neck, but had his rider wished, the margin 
could have been much greater. 

Fred Presgrave. who arrived yesterday from 
Salisbury. Md.. officiated as paddock judge this 
afternoon. Herman 1’oiikling. tlie regular official in 
Qiat capacity, took the place of tin* clerk of tlie 
scales, who was called to New York on account of 
the sickness of his wife.

Cincinnati, 0., November 11. — Several close fin- 
ishes at Latonia today enlivened what otherwise 
would have been adjudged the dullest afteriMKtn of ' 
the present racing session. The ordinary card was 
in keeping with the cold, bleak weather and it was 
really surprising that a large attendance should 
brave the inclement conditions. Those of a specu- 
lative turn made matters lively in the betting ring, 
as all the races, with the ex«*eption of the opening 
one. furnished good mediums, the fields being of an 
average size and the starters about evenlv matched. 
There were many eases of poor riding, due to the 
biting cold, which affeeted some of the riders so 
that they found difficulty in dismounting on their 
return to the judges’ stand. 

Sir Alvescot, in the feature race, showed a smart 
performance iu coming from far back to win bv a 
neck from Otilo, with Boca Grande next. The fide 
that T. Rice gave Boca Grande was decidedly un- 
satisfactory. Rice’s weak finish on Ashwell hi the 
third race was also a deciding factor in Sporting 
Life’s taking the purse. The latter had been touted 
as a good thing. 

James Blute, who trains Sporting Life, also took 
another lucky purse when Banbury got up in tin* 
last strides to beat Alice. The latter was much 
the best and would have won with intelligent han- 
dling. 

II. B. Buryea’s Belfast, favorite of the second 
race, was making liis local debut and would have * 
iK*en a dangerous factor with a good ride, but 
laekiug it. he faib*d to finish in the money. The 
opening race went to Joyanee by a head after a 
sensational stretch drive to wear down Coletta and 
Lily Paxton. Troxler. while ridiug the latter filly, 
was overcome by tbe cold to puch an extent that he 
canceled liis remaining engagements.

MEXICAN DERBY WINNER’S OWNER. 

Louisville. Ky.. November 11. — T. R. Crump, who 
won the rich Mexican Derby with his colt. Star 
Eyes, at the course of the Coodessa Jockey Club 
at Mexico City last Sunday, was at one time a resi- 
dent of Louisville. Abofct fifteen years ago Crump 
ran a photographic supply store at Jefferson street 
aud Fourth avenue, and conducted a highly nros- 
perous establishment. He finally sold out and lo- 
cated in Mexico, where lie engaged in the banking 
business and amassed a fortune. 

The colt with which he won the big race is a 
son of Star Shoot, out of Dreamy Eyes, and was 
imported into Mexico from this country in utero. his 
dam being one of the mares L. Blum purchased in 
Kentucky several years ago and took to Mexico, where 
he sold her to Mr. Crump. The conditions of the 
race required that all starters must be foaled in 
Mexico. The American jockey. Dave Nicol, who 
rode the colt by agreement with Mr. Crump, received 
$500 for winning besides his expenses to Mexico. 
He went there with jockey George Mountain during 
the recent meeting at Churchill Downs. The latter 
for his losing mount in the big race received $250 
and his expenses. 

The first Derby run in Mexico was in 1893, during 
the disastrous meeting conducted by Col. R. C. 
Pate. The winner was Francis Pope, owned by 
Capt, R. R. Rice of Arkansas. That race was a 
$5,000 stake, and unlike the recent Derby was open 
to three-year-olds from any part of the world. The 
late (ML M. Lewis Clark was presiding judge at 
that meeting, and the late Ira E. Bride was in 
charge of the betting. Pari-mutuel pools was the 
system in vogue, as it is now'. The Pate meeting 
was of two weeks’ duration and was one of the 
biggest failures in the history of the turf. 

Until this year there has been no Derby run at 
Mexico City since Francis Pope’s victory there 
nearly tw'o decades ago. Now’ raying has taken a 
firm hold in that country and with the great track 
at Juarez in successful operation Mexleo seems sure 
in the future to rank with other foreign countries 
in the maintenance of high-class racing. It. how- 
ever. had to have its pioneer, and Colonel Pate was 
the martyr who paid for his experience with Hie 
kiss of his fortune and his reputation as a race 
track manager. Francis Pone, the first Mexican 
Derby winner, was a son of Red Boy and Bolis. by 
Buekdcn. During his turf career he won eighteen 
races in 199 Starts, so at his best he was a rather 
moderate turf performer.
